In the interests of public tranquill Hy, the two Govornments further bind them- 
reives. to laky into conaideration, according to the circiim^tauCes of each case, the 
expediency of total or partial disarmament of the tribes on the Frontier, eke allowance 
being made for the requirements of their defence. 

Each of the two Governments, however, reserves to itself full liberty to decide 
upon llio na isures which it filial] take in its own territory, both as regards the means 
of opposing the immigration of rebellious tribes, and in‘ranecl to the time, method, 
anrl extent. of the disarmament to which this Article refers,

.A,, . u ] ^. llour k r eport that by a recent derision of the Khedive find the 
Gotnscil ot Mjaiatera, it was determined that the system of recruitEtig for the army, to 
w inch all Egyptian are legally liable, but which baa hitherto only been put into execution 
in the country districts, should henceforth ho equally applied to the towns The system 
IH complicated one. By tin, Organic hm of 1885 all fcptinns, with certain 

specified exemptions, are liable to military service between the age* of Mi and 23 and 
Uuiy he called upon to draw the lot at any time within that period. It remains open to 
™ cn \ however, to purriiLtae immunity from the liability to draw (he lot un payment of 20/, 
J he itjcome derived Ifom EUs mm re v forms an important item in providing the military 
budget, bring lo the coninur&iivriy amnll number of men under nriue, and the high 
atnndardI consequently required by the authorities the men are not, ns n rule, called upon 
to join the eoktira until they reach the age of 25, or, at any rate, 22. 

'phe town diatribe:: have hitherto boon exempted from those obligations in dofercnco 
iu a desire i s pressed by the Inly Khedive, but the obligation, though suspended, was still 
legally binding on them. 

\Vil\i a view to a gradual increase of the army, tod to meet tlm expense incidental 
thereto, Hn-to conseqaently derided lo withdraw this immunity, and tlie principle wim 
i noddy agreed U> by Lhi- Khedive and the Council. Tho men euro was enthusiastically 
received by the country districts, winch will be considerably relieved thereby, and hulled 


fis a proof that equal measure Jufiiicc- to all denominations was now to be the rule itt 
Egypt. In Alexandria, however, there was n natural reluctance to submit to the new 
liability, and no efforts’were spared to obtain a reversal of the decision. 

It was accordingly discovered that a clause in a subsequent recruiting Law of 1808 
afforded the required plea for contesting Die validity of the decision lo put the Law of 
1S35 In force. This Decree had been passed in order to regulate the recruiting in the 
country, where, under t he Law of 1886, the large mots of people to be dealt with between 
19 and 23* together with those coining into the category iu the ensuing years matte the 
application of tlie law difficult, and to make the drawing of the lot an annual instead of a 
quinquennial operation. It wife thereby decided to mass together in 1388 and 1889 all 
thoW who bud not yet fulfilled their obligation* to Dio State, together with those who, in 
the meantime, readied the nge of 19, and in future from 1899 on, only to call up for 
“tirnge mt sort M rim young men who m cadi ensuing year reached the age of 19. 

This clause, which, of course, bad no reference to the individuals iu regard to whom 
t!uj whole law was iu suspense, was invoked to establish the principle that now that the 
towns were liable, only those who in this your, and each ensuing year* reached the age of 
Ify could be called upon. This would not only have involved vory large loss of revenue, 
but would nbo have Imd for effect that none of the town conscripts would have joined the 
colour* for five years, as they lire only taken nl. 23. U t moreover, would have invoked 
in justice to the country djriricLs, in bantering them with the whole liability, in spite of 
the decision of the Council to transfer their due share of liability between (he age of 19 
and 23 to the towns. 

Et appears that very strong infiuoucea were at work to induce His Highness to 
maintain the letter of the 1886 Law in their favour, although towns pointed out that, if 
this Laxv was held to supersede the Law of 1885, the coemptions provided by the former, 
and rot recapitulated in the latter, could no longer be invoked. 

I am glad, however, to he able to report to your Lordship that tho difficulty has been 
mel in a spirit of 1 irmne* 3 . A new law was drafted ausimiluting the treatment of the 
town populations to that of the country populations in 1885, and prodding that in due 
course tho same facilities will be afforded them a* were aff orded I lie country districts by 
the Decree of 1888. This new law, supported unanimously by the t ’omidl, was at once 
accepted by the Khedive, rtnd comes into immediate execution, and n rituatkm which 
three days ago threatened to produce serious complications' bn* been rapidly disposed of 
in a spirit of equity and justice. 

1 have entered at this length into a matter of iuteiml interest because all aorte of 
rumour* have got abroad in consequence of the sudden return of the Sirdar, who had 
already started to embark for fCurupe, and heennno such incident* in Egypt lire so apt to 
receive exaggerated importance, and to bo misinterpreted in tlie European press.

Some days ago a duel was fought between M. Kyrkcopouloa, a Greek subject, 
editor of tbo 18 Progrfes,” a paper which supports British polity in Egypt, mid the 
French editor of the notorious " Journal Egyption, 51 who writes under the name of 
Picard, In the course of this encounter the latter was wounded In the shoulder. 

The motives of the duel wore the mutual recriminations which these two organs 
have lor the last twelve months been engaging in, in which, if the “ Frogrte " had 
somewhat the host of it in literary ability and humour, the " Journal !l certainly took 
the pri&ts for insolence. 

M. Kyriacopoulo®, who is an export, swordsman, had done his best to uvoid an 
encounter with an adversary who was unskilled in, arms, and in the columns of the 
,f Progrfes k ' the authorship of the articles complained of was openly avowed by the 
sub-editor, u certam M. Campann, il FreyobmiLii of considerable ability, but soiucwlmt 
doubtful antecodenU. 

Oji the strength of this avowal, M. Campana w r ax arrested two day^t after the duel 
by order of the French Consul-General., end lm lias now been deported from Egypt, it 
is stated in the French papers in virtue of an old Statute authorizing the expulsion of 
French subjects who publish matter detrimental lo the interests nf the Colony. 

Mi CogordWs action in this matter is tv good deal eriticiz.od, on the grounds that 
lim deportation of Cnmpana two days after the duel is likely to I to interpreted as an 
act of reprisal, wUiiu it cmpliosizes the solidarity of the French Colony with the 
disgraceful uttoranecs of tbo '* Journal %yptieni” which only a few days ago informed 
the public that " rhoiTihle bouckcr do POuganda bail been decorated with the Order 
of tho 11 Bain du Sang," 

It also difl|iosex of the pretext so often maintained, that Ihc French authorities 
have nu control over their publicists in Egypt, and shows that tho boasted liberty of 
the French press abroad only exists in eo .lav as it does not come into oonBicl with 
their protective tariff.

1 HAVE the honour to draw your Excellency^ attention to a regrettable incident 
which occurred in connection with the funeral of a sold ter of the E'iast Yorkshire Regiment 
at the Roman Catholic cemetery in Cairo on Sunday last, the 21 st instant. 

It appears from the reports which have been received from the officer in charge of tho 
funeral party on duly that a large crowd hod collected at the gates of the cemetery. As 
the detachment, consisting of from eighty to ninety mciit left tEic cemetery the crowd 
commenced hooting at them, and followed them howling and throwing stones until they 
reached the transport waggons which were in waiting about half^ft-mile from the gates to 
take them hack to biirmcba. 

I have the honour to transmit to your Excellency herewith two reports made by 
Lieutenant Armstrong, the officer in charge of the funeral party, and an extracst from u 
letter from the Rev, rather Rrindle, Chaplain to the Forces, who,though himself following 
bo me distance behind, is able to corroborate the statomenia made as to the attitude and 
behaviour of the crowd surrounding the cemetery. 

It is satisfactory to notice that the police, upon receiving information of what had 
occurred, at once took prompt measures to arrest and punish those of the offenders whom 
they were able to secure, 

1 urn also quite ready to admit that allowance must be made for exceptional circum¬ 
stances, the inhabitants of tike suburb near which the Roman Catholic cemetery is situated 
being well known to belong to the lowest and most unruly classes of the population. At 
the same time, the case is wholly without precedent In Cairo, and in view of reports which 
have reached mo from authoritative sources as. to Hie attitude of the native population 
there towards officers in uniform, it L mi without sigLiilicamjo, 

I need not point out to your Excellency the extreme gravity of any thing in the 
nature of an attack upon soldier* of the Army of Occupation while eugoged in the 
execution of their duties, ami the paramount importance of impressing this upon those 
who are responsible for the behaviour of the native population ; therefore, without wishing 
to uttEsch undue importance lo Hie present incident, 1 feel Hint it L one which cimnot ho 
passed over* 

I have the honour, therefore* to ask youv Excellency to bring tins matter to the 
knowledge oF the Council of Ministers, together with ruy request that, on tire return of 
General Sir 1\ Walker to Cairo, the Governor of Cairo, as Chief Representative of the 
city, should call upon Inin to express his regret at the outrage which hag been committed, 
and give the necessary assurances that all possible steps will be taken to prevent lire 
recurrence of such deplorable episodes in future.

f report appears to he confirmed by the news received from Suakin (23rd Juno 
to (Stk July), with the exception that the Khalifa did not dismiss his brother Yakub to 
replace him by his son Osman, hut that he declared that lie wishes Ids son to succeed to 
the Khali fate after his death, which is very probable. 

U is reported that Khalifa Sharif emi tested ho fore Khalifa Abdulin that ho 
committed a great tin against God, the Muhtii, and the Khalifa, and most humbly begged 
for pardon, and told him that lib punishment was by (1 oil's will, and that the" Khalifa 
grouted him pardon and released him from prison on the 4th day of ikimiu. 

Kadi. Ahmed is reported by 8 auk in to have died in prison, and buried wear Zakt 
Zummulk tomb. 

Fausi Pasha is reported, also by Suakin, to iinve been put in prison and bound with 
two oka ins, in consequence of a letter found in his baggage stating that he was paid a 
sum of money by Sadik Osman. 

Arrivals from the Soudan still report the groat anger of the Khalifa at 6Intin 
Pasha's escape

It would, lie maintained, lead to endless difficulties it each time 
they came down from the mountains to the plateau, which is so intimately connected with 
them, they were obliged to go through the form of obtaining permission and paying 
pasturage dues. On the other hand, ho maintained that the Arabs on the Italian side are 
not in the habit of using the II a gar Nish plateau, because they have a plentiful w&tci supply 
amoiv* the mountains further south, whereas the value ot the mountain district to the 
north depends wholly on its accessibility to ihe plateau. He proposed, therefore, t-> take 
the line round the heights so as to include II agar Nish in the Egyptian sphere, and 
theneo to follow the watershed between the River Ambakta and the streams flowing into 
the BuralA to the point on the Baraka (3 7 a 18' #CT) to which they are both agreed as 
the most suitable according to the spirit of (heir instructions, 

Lieutenant Miani objected to this proposal on the ground that the whole delimita¬ 
tion would fall too far south of the old ideal Hue kid down in 1801, roughly drawn 
between lias Kosar and the Baraka without any knowledge of tile configuration oi lthe 
intervening country. He drew his line along the northern ridge bounding the Hitgarmsh 
plateau, thus claiming it for Italy, and proposed from thence to follow the line of certain 
streams and watercourses in a direction coinciding us nearly as possible with the direction 

of tile old ideal line. _ _ _ . , 

The Egyptian AVar Office, after a careful consideration of the whole question, and 

of such information us is obtainable of the tribal distribution in those parts, am prepares

The Egyptian War 
Qllioc were, however, willing to concede nil the intervening land up to Lieutenant Ahams 
line provided the Italian authorities would make the counters on cession of the Hagar Nish 
plateau to Egypt, a concession warranted by the grounds of expediency and the traditional 

custom of occupancy. 

The Marquess Salvage Rag$ readily agreed to the theory that the ideal line 
could no longer he appealed to, and promised to do his best to secure the consent ol km 
Government to the proposal made here tor a solution ot the question bi the mutual 

concession i have indicated.

Alter heating of the statement presented by the Grafter, the demands of the 
Parquet* and the statements of the defendants amt (heir counsel; and after the 
perusal of the dossier of tho case, and deliberation as by law established: 

Whereas, the Parquet accuses the defendants of assault on Mr.; Alexander Croft 
Gibb, Englishman, committed in the Kliaraba district of Alexandria ou the 29th July, 
18(35, and detnnmhi their punishment in accordance with the terms of the Khedlvino 
Decree of the 18th April, 1805. 

"Whereas, on the 15th August, 1805, the Lower Court sitting at Alexandria gave 
judgment in accordance with Articles 230, 67. 68, and 24 of the Criminal Code; to 
wit, that the defendants should undergo three month* 1 imprisonment and bp mulcted in 
cu&ta with security given* in default of pay incut whereof they should bo dealt with 
according to Article 40 of the resisted Criminal Code, 

Whereas, the Parquet and the defendants appealed against tins decision, and tho 
Appeal Parquet has referred the case to the opinion of the Court, 

Whereas, the statements of i lie plaintiff Gibb and his servants go to allow that 
ihc defendants seised him and threw lum on the ground, and llmt one of them, viz., 
Mnhamcahel-SfiYdi, struck him several times,. this being in consequence of a dispute 
relating to the opening and shutting off of water supply at the dairy farm at 
Ttamleh mi the 7th Safer, 1318 (20th July, 1805). 

Whereas, should it be said that differences, existed in the slatarneuta of sunroof 
tho witnesses, it should lie remarked that these trope Rhlemente not affecting the main 
issue of the case, and, moreover, the evidence of each witness was taken separately* as 
far as was possible, no other of the witnesses being present, 

Whereas, tUe medical examination lias shown the existence of a bile on ihe thigh 
nf l he plaintiff Gibb, with bruises on (he right eyelid, and scratches on the neck, and 
(lipri' r-an hr no doubt that he received these injuries at the time whin lie was raized 
by the defendants, 

Whereas, there la no evidence to show that the defendants tind any previous 
purpose except to again close the water-way in order to irrigate ihp land under their

On examination of II ]q police fUglcment, I ftiuml that provision is made for the 
trial by Court-martial of oases which involve breaches of discipline, md ns the handing 
over of prisoners to the mot appeared to me to lie rightly included in that category, and 
as, moreover, there Imvc been upwards of ninety Courts-martial held this year upon 
policemen for various charges connected with breach of discipline and assault, I felt that 
the original demand put forward by Mr* Consul Gould should be maintained' 

The visit of the Governor was paid within a few hours of the receipt of my note by 
the Minister for Foreign Affairs* and I have the honour Lo inclose copy of Mr. Goulds 
despatch No- 11 notifying the fact,* 

I have this day received a visit from Boutros Fasba, in which he has informed me of 
the nature of iho reply which 1st will m due course return to my nolo. It wilt he to the 
clteet that the Ministry of the Interior will taka nteps lo secure tho adequate punishment 
ol’lhe police agents. He adds privately that the trial will lie by Court-martial, but he. if? 
anxious to avoid staling this in his official reply, us he does not want lhereby to establish 
n precedent which might be invoked in similar cooes, maintaining aa he does that the 
spirit ol existing Deo tecs is lo snake the police amenable to civil Tribunals* and that the 
present lltglemeut, which provides for Courta-marlinl, wall require am ointment where 
there is apparent contradiction. 

How Jar such amendment in desirable will be matter lor future consideration, and 
wlmt offences are In he especially reserved for trial by Court-martial as disciplinary 
offences will require to be carefully examined. 

Boutros Pasha also informed me that'll was the intention of llie Egyptian Govern- 
menl to call attention teethe conduct of ihe janissary, as they had abundant evidence to 
prove that one of the police agents had been very severely bundled byhim, ami, inasmuch 
as they considered that lie acted illegally in several detaila, they would ask for his 
punishment, 

Trom a careful investigation made oil the spot by one of tbe English Inspectors at 
the Interior, there appears to be little doubt that the janissary, after haring been struck 
by the policeman, retaliated with n stick, and severe marks of boating were found on the 
mana body. He also appears to have struck the native who bad hold of the urrested 
seaman. 

^ If this charge be brought home to the janissary it wall not, however, in any wav 
diminish the gravity of the charges against trie police, and for this your Lordship has 
been good enough to approve the satisfaction which has been demanded and obtained.
